GREENFIELD COMING 
HOME BUT NOT WITH 
ALTA.’S. RESOURCES 


Premier Greenfield ig returning to 
the west, according to advices but 
without the natural resources to lay 
on the table of the legislature when 
it convenes on January 28. 

From authentic sources it is report- 
ed that the Alberta government lead- 
er offered to accept the resources on 
the basis of the federal government’s 
1922 offer providing there was an im- 
modiate transfer, This proposal it 
will be recalled was that the province 
be given the resources with a contin- 
uation of the cash subsidy for two 
years. 

It ig sfid that Premifer W. Macken- 
zie King and the Ottawa cabinet could 
not agree to an immediate transfer 
ag demanded by Premier Greenfield, 
it being pointed out that an account- 
ing should ‘be carried out as to the 
status of the resources athe present 
time: Premier King, it appears, ex- 
plained that the whole of Canada was 
entitled’ to- this accounting, “although

receive the resources, ’ 

Premier Greenfield is reported to 
have held out either for an immed- 
fate transfer, or a continuation of the 
subsidy for ten years to¢dther with 
the resources after the accounting had 
been carried out. It is understood that 
he will submit to the legislature the 
offer of the dominion and ask the 
house whether or not the terms should 
be accepted. 


D. W. WARNER, M.P. 
HILLSIDE SPEAKER 


The meeting held under the aus- 
pices of the U.F.A. local of Hillside, 
by D. W. Warner, M.P., on Saturday, 
evening was well attended. The op- 
ening remarks of the speaker were 
chiefly on the value of the farmers’ 
organizations, and the benefits deriv- 
ed from them. He was sure that the 
U.F.A. had quite a strong kick be- 
hind it, more so than those that op- 
pose it imagine. Blaming the gov- 
ernment for their strong opposition to 
the amendments put forward by the 
Progressives last session, to the bank 
act, which he, the speaker, stated 
would have protected the depositors 
in the recent Home Bank failure,. also 
caused a most rigid examination by 
government auditors and inspectors 
of all banks operating in the domin- 
jon. He defended his attitude on the 
prohibition of oleomargarine in this 
country, and his support of an aggres- 
sivo immigration policy. Mr. Warner 
is also of the opinion and made it 
plain that he will bring- the matter 
before the house, that he is in favor 
of a thirty per cent reduction on the 
debt carried by the individual soldier 
settler, basing his claim that the 
burden they carry is too heavy for 
them to bear and make good. In his 
closing remarks he pointed out that 
the Progressives were in a much more 
favorable position in the house than 
last year and that they had great 
hopes of being able to force a reduc- 
tion in the tariff which would be of 
great benefit to the west. The meot- 
ing then closed with a unanimous vote 
of confidence in Mr. Warner.

Toronto, Jan. 5—In accordance with 
legal requirements, the legal depart- 
ment of the joint committee on church 
union is applying to the parliament of 
Canada at the forthcoming session 
for an act incorporating the United 
Church of Canada. A statement issu- 
ed to this effect has been signed by 
McGregor Young and Gershom W. 
Mason. 

The application is for an act which 
will make provision for the comple- 
tion of the union of the Presbyterian 
church in Canada, the Methodist 
church and the Congregational church 
of Canada, to form the United Church 
of Canada. It would provide for the 
admission of local union congregations 
and for the holding, use and adminis- 
tration of the properties of the said 
churches and the congregation there- 
of; and would provide for the carrying 
of the sald union into effect.

Graham, construction superintendont 
of the Canadian National railway, and 
will probably take three months or 
longer to complete. The work of dis- 
mantling began at tho first of the yoar. 

When the branch line from Duhamel 
to Battle was put into operation in 
the summer, the bridge fell into dis- 
use, and its timbers now will be used 
for repairing and building smallor 
bridges.

FORTY BELOW TO 
THEIR ADVANTAGE 


Even forty below zero hag its ad- 
vantages, as shown by. the suspension 
of machinery in the flour mills at 
Medicine Hat on,December 31. The 
millers had been waiting for the cold 
spell to come along, and quickly .took 
advantage of King Frost when he at 
last deigned to appear with his tem- 
perature of 40 below zero. The mills 
were then closed down and all mach- 
inery activities suspended, doors and 
windows thrown wide open, to allow 
the frost to penetrate to every nook 
and cranny, thus freezing to death 
that pestifrous moth inherent in all 
cereals, particularly so in tse corn 
brought from South America, 


The plan of freezing this pest has 
been in force for some years in Medi- 
cine Hat, and an extreme cold spell 
is always looked for and hailed with 
joy for the freezing process by these 
millers, possibly not so keenly wel- 
comed though, by the average citizen. 

In Calgary some mills use another 
method, claiming the heating process 
as being more successful in the des- 
troying of this germ, more commonly 
known as tho weevil, the claim being 


degrees of heat, the germ is shrivelled 
up and so destroyed. 

Again another process is by some 
adopted, that of fumigation, sealing 
up the mill and using patent fumiga- 


tors, advocited hy various ‘practical 


great worry and anxiety to the miller, 
and every method known to science 
in coping with it has been tried. 

The weevil thrives best in a warm, 
moist atmosphere, hence the reason 
(cr keeping mills as cool and dry as 
possible, a difficult task where — 50 
much machinery is constantly in use. 

All cereals are infected with this 
germ, hard wheat, rye, oats, barley, 
etc., as well as corn, though ‘the Jat- 
ter seems to be a favorite and perhaps 
its best breeding ground, more — es- 
pecially in that corn which comes 
from South America.

stone's throw of Jasper Park 
Lodge, the bungalow camp _ hotel 
operated by the Canadian National 
Railways and cariboo are reported 
to be becoming more plentiful year 
by year. The “bighorn” moun- 
tain sheep grazes peacefuly along 


HE National Parks of Canada 
ap are a haven for wild life; 

where guns and hunting dogs 
are forbidden and where the ani- 
mals have come to look upon man 
as their friend rather than as their 
destroyer. As a result wild ani- 
mals are increasing in the national 
parks of Canada and the graceful 
deer, the lordly bison and the al- 
ways interesting bear live at peace 
in their natural habitat without 
molestation. 


At Jasper National Park in Al- 
berta, which is 4,400 square miles 
in extent and the largest of Canada’s 
national parks, bears, deer, moose, 
mountain sheep and goats abound, 
and the visitor finds also great 
numbers of smaller animals such as 
benver, squirrel and others which 

becoming quite tame since they 
realize that they are protected.

In 
one factory he speaks of 1,000 boys 
being employed from 4 a.m. until 6.30 
p.m. for seven days a week at 25 cents 
a day. In another factory, 1,000 boys 
from 9 to 25 years of age are working 
from 5.30 a.m. to 10.30 p.m. seven 
days a week, This surely is industrial 
slavery, and we might well ask what 
has made the difference between 
China and Canada in these respects?

Every motor car driver knows that 
there is danger attached to excessive 
} speeding. We believe that constant

the dykes have been essential to the}at excessive speed is important and 
if persisted in will bear fruit. Every 
motor car driver should always have 
in mind certain laws that must be 
obeyed or danger will result. It is very 
often too late to learn by experience. } 
It is said that experience is a great 
teacher, but that it comes with its 
knowledge too late. The time one 
loses in driving an automobile slowly 
and carefully when turning corners, 
crossing railway tracks, passing other 
cars, crossing bridges, ete, is time 
well spent and the risks entailed by 


paying little attention to speed and 


care are too serious to be considered 
against a few seconds time. No legis- 
lation can possibly cover this phase 
of motor driving, as it is very diffi- 


cult to prove that such laws have 
been disregarded or wilfully broken. 
After an accident has taken place 


(in nearly every instance) there is a 


question, a difference of opinion, as 
to just how it happened. In nearly 
every instance that we are able to 
call to mind where certain persons 
have the habit of driving their cars 
recklessly these drivers have soon 
come .to grief, sooner or later, and it 
was always the unexpected that was 
given as the cause—something that 
was not within the control of the driv- 
er, a broken plank, an unseen stone, 
an old nail or tack that caused a punc- 
ture, a defect in the steering device, 
and many other reasons. But, in 
many instances, the accident would 
not have happened had the drivor of 
the car been more careful. 

With such powerful vehicles as high 
powered motor cars, genuine acei- 
dents cften occur, fley occur often 
smough taat accid'n at accidcats Gue 
solely to carelessness or thoughtless- 
ness should be reduced to a minimum. 
Statutory rules on driving motor cars 
should be given the widest publicity, 
and along with them a_ galaxy of 
wholesome suggestions in driving 
that do not come under statutory law. 

We note, by the way, that there 
are well defined rules governing the 
driving of motor cars across the high 
level bridge at Edmonton, viz: At a 
point 100 feet off or onto the bridge 
cars must slow down to not more than 
one mile in six minutes, and not travel 
at a higher rate of speed until 100 
feet off or onto the bridge, and then 
not more than 18 miles an hour while 
traveling the rest of the way over the 
bridge. The speed limits and the 100 
feet distances off and onto the bridge 
are designated by proper signs. It 
is dangerous to try to save time by 
excessive speeding and careless driv- 
ing.

Sixty per cent of Hamilton’s 
population own their own homes, a 
fact revealed by the figures of the 
1923 assessment for the Ontario 
city, which, according to these fig- 
ures, has 26,259 dwellings and 457 
apartments. 


The great flour movement over

Canada exported $4,778,000 worth 
of cheese to various countries dur- 
ing the month of Oztober, an in- 
crease of $1,224,000, over the total 
value of cheese exported in October, 
1922, The United Kingdom was by 
far the largest consumer, takin 
215,000 cwt., valued at $4,634,000. 


According to an announcement of 
Hon. E. H. Armstrong, Premier of 
Nova Scotia and Minister of Mines, 
the coal production of his province 
for this year will reach at least 
6,200,000 tons, an increase over last 
year’s production of 4,642,196 tons 
of more than 1,500,000 tons. The 
outlook for 1924 is encouraging.
